The President put the INF 
proposals during his recent 
policy speech to the United 
Nations General Assembly. 

In a speech on Monday 
evening to the tenth anniver- 
sary dinner of the conservative 
Heritage Foundation, He said: 
*The search for genuine, verifi- 
able arms reduction is nol a 
campaign pledge or a sideline 
item in my national securily. 

“Reducing the risk of war 
and the level of nuclear arms is 
an imperative. precisely because 
it enhaaces our securily." 

He rejecıed criticism that the 
harsh words he has used about 
the Russians had reduccd 
chances for arms control agree- 
ments. “unilateral restraint and 
gvod will does not provide 
similar reactions from the 


Soviet Union. And it doesn’t 
produce genuine arms control.”

President Reagan yesterday 
announced major new “build- 
down” proposals for the next 
round of the strategic arms 
reduction talks (Start) to reduce 
long-range nuclear weapons. 

With Congressional support. 
the President said the Soviet 
Union must start negotiating in 
good faith. The Russians had 


| stil to take their first meanirg- 


ful step to address earlicr 
American proposals in the Start 
negotiations. he said. 

A senior Administration 
official explained that, under 
the builddown concepL, every 
modernized or new land-based 
missile warhead deployed 
would have to be accompanied 
by the destruction of two older 
warheads. 

The proposal will be put at 
the Start negotiatioas, which 
resume tomorrow by Ambassa- 
dor Edward Rowny. the chief 
United States negotiator. 

The concept was first Sug- 
gested to 1he President by 
Senator William Cohen (Re- 
publican, Mainc} and Senator 
Sam Numan (Democrat Geor- 
gia). 

The new Reagan plan is 
reported to retain his previous 
key proposal that each of the 
superpowers should reduce ils 
total of warheads by about orıe- 
third to equal levels of 5.000.

With 84 per cent of ihe cost 
of Maureen being spent in the 
UK, the indirect employment 
effect is difficult 1o quantify, but 
with 60.000 people working in 
Scotland in the offshore supply.
